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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Species 1) The large aperture modulated retro-reflector with modulator on top surface in 

Fig. 2 

Species 2) The large aperture modulated retro-reflector with moving modulator in Fig. 5. 

2. Species 1-2 are directed to related large aperture modulated retro-reflectors. The related 
inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 
8o6.05(j). 

In the instant case, each Species is implemented with different structural design. In Species i, the 
modulator 28 is located on the top surface of lens 20 (Fig. 2) and implied to be stationary. In contrast, in 
Species 2, the modulator 30 is located between the lens and mirror element, and modulator 30 is also a 
moving modulator (Fig. 5A). As framed above, the species are distinct because: 

The disclosure suggests that each Species is mutually exclusive of the other Species. That 

is, use of one Species suggests not using the other Species at the same time. 

The Species are not obvious variants of each other. 

Each Species has a materially different design and mode of operation. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the 
merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, 
at least claim 1 is generic.
